To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Last Sunday, motoring into St. 
Louis on Highway 67 between 
Farmington and Festus, I caught up 
with the tail end of a three-quarter 
mile procession of automobiles 
headed by a very large semi-trailer 
moving about 20 miles an hour, By 
the time we passed Bonne Terre the 
procession was at least a mile long 
and growing all the time. 


This continued until we reached 
the south end of the new highway 
about 16 miles south of Festus. At 
this point the new highway slopes 
gently towards the north: the freight 
monster then began to gain momen- 
tum, reaching a speed of about 50 
miles an hour. Then the frustrated 
and maddened car drivers began 
pulling eut of the line of cars into 
the southbound lane at speeds rang- 
ing between 60 and 80 miles an 
hour in an effort to pass the speeded- 
up semi-trailer. 


Fortunately there was little or no 
southbound traffic at the time. One 
does not have to have a very vivid 
imagination to conjure up what 
might have happened as southbound 
traffic usually moves at about 50 
miles an hour at this point. 


Just halfway between’ Bonne 
Terre and the south end of ihe 
new pavement, going serenely on his 
way south, was a State Highway pa- 
trolman apparently oblivious to what 
was happening on the northbound 
lane. I don’t know whether the 
state patrol is empowered to com- 
pel slow-moving trucks and trailers 
to pull to the side of the road in 
order to relieve traffic jams such 
a$ I described or not. If not, a law 
should be passed giving them the 
pewer to do so. 

If this officer had compelled the 
driver of this semi-trailer to pull to 
the side it would not have taken five 
minutes to relieve this traffic jam.

A Chance for Service 


As the Freeholders move into the last third 
of their 12-month tour of civic duty they may 
wonder what happened to all the enthusiasm, 
the hope, the atmosphere of great expectations 
that surrounded them when they took office 
last May. It has largely evaporated. Why? 

In part the answer lies in human nature itself. 
Charter writing is a hard, complicated activity 
with little inherent appeal to the average citi- 
zen. And anyway, did not the people turn out 
in great numbers to put the Freeholders in 
office in a smashing victory over the ward poli- 
ticilans? In part the loss of enthusiasm for the 
charter task grows from the Missouri Supreme 
Court’s adverse decision in the “county offices” 
case, in which the court firmly tied the Free- 
holders’ hands. 

But a substantial part of any disenchantment 
is the Freeholders’ own fault for so far they 
have failed to provide St. Louisans with a Board 
of Aldermen that will be responsive to the good 
of the whole community. Instead, while recog- 
nizing the need for a change in the present sys- 
tem, the Freeholders have failed to make 
enough of a change to be effective. The vicious 
legislative abuse of “aldermanic courtesy” is as 
much a built-in feature of the Freeholders’ 
14-4-1 aldermanic plan as it is of the 28-1 plan 
under which the city currently operates. 

The 14-4-1 plan provides for the election of 
14 aldermen/by wards and four others and the 
ident from the city at large. It takes 
no fahcy~crystal ball to see that the 14 members 
lect 8) rds will dominate the legislative 
body and, human nature being what it is, this 
means continuation of the log-rolling techniques 
among the aldermen that have done so much to 
hurt the city. 

The only satisfactory method of curbing this 
practice, of assuring a community-wide view of 
legislation, is to create a Board of Aldermen in 
which at least half of the members are elected 
from the city at large. 

The 7-7-1 aldermanic plan supported by five 
of the Freeholders would do just that. This 
plan also would be fair to minorities, the need 
for which seems to be the principal considera- 
tion behind Freeholder Major B. Einstein’s 
support for 14-4-1. He is concerned that the 
city’s Negro minority should enjoy proper repre- 
sentation in the board, and he is right. Under 
14-4-1, probably four Negro aldermen would 
win places in that portion of the board elected 
by wards; that is 414ths or 2-7ths. In a 7-7-1 
board, probably two Negro aldermen would be 
elected by wards; again, the proportion is 2-7ths 
of that part of the board elected by wards. 

Since exactly the same minority representa- 
tion would be attained in that portion of the 
board elected by wards under 7-7-1 as in 14-41, 
Mr. Einstein's rightful objective would be 
achieved. The minority would enjoy its proper 
representation. At the same time, the commun- 
ity-wide point of view would be fairly repre- 
sented in exactly the same degree. Negroes 
and all other minority groups would enjoy their 
proper representation in that portion of the 
board elected from the city at large. Candidates 
for city-wide office would have to attend to the 
proper aspirations of the city’s minorities if they 
expected to win the support of those minorities. 

If Mr. Einstein would reconsider his position 
and support the 7-7-1 plan undoubtedly several 
other Freeholders would follow him.  Free- 
holder John F, X. Callanan, for one, seemed to 
be moving in that direction when he offered 
his own 9-5-1 plan. 

Statesmanship is the display of unusual wis- 
dom in the treating of the problems of great 
public affairs, Mr. Einstein has a golden op- 
portunity to put the Freeholders on the proper 
path and to lead toward generating the civic en- 
thusiasm that is essential to approval of their 
charter draft at the polls. Will he and some of 
his colleagues display it? 
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‘Unconstitutional on Its Face’ 

The words of United States District Judge 
Walter E. Hoffman ought to be a warning to 
four Southern states which have adopted “pupil 
assignment” plans to avoid desegregation, and 
two other states considering such plans. 

In a preliminary statement at Norfolk, Va., 
Judge Hoffman said Virginia's pupil placement 
law was “unconstitutional on its face.” The law 
establishes placement baards to consider trans- 
fers of students on the basis of health, aptitudes 
and so on. Judge Hoffman obviously considers 
this system a devious means of protecting segre- 
gation. “The pattern is plain,” he said, “The 
Legislature has adopted procedures to defeat” 
the Supreme Court’s decision for desegregation. 

Judge Hoffman's opinion does not decide the 
cases, which will be heard next month, but his 
attitude shows that the Virginia law faces trou- 
ble. After all, its promoters made no secret of 
the fact that they were trying to detour around 
the Supreme Court. Why should a federal judge 
view the pupil assignment laws in any other 
way? . 

Along with Virginia, Alabama, Florida and 
North Carolina face inevitable court challenges 
to similar laws. And Tennessee and Texas 
might think twice before adopting such meas- 
ures as proposed for their legislators, 
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Profit in County Rezoning 

Legality aside, is it proper public policy for a 
member of the St. Louis County Planning Com 
mission to be a party to official action on which 
he himself stands to profit? 

E. Osear Rosenkoetter seems to think so,-but 
that is understandable. He is vice chairman of 
the Planning Commission, and he voted in favor 
of a rezoning that included 70 acres he owns and 
on which he has made a paper profit of some 
$77,000. | 

Mr. Rosenkoetter’s defense depends on a hair- 
splitting distinetion of no real substance. He 
argues that if the zoning change affected only 
his property, or if he himself had requested it, 
“it would be highly improper fo. a commission 
member to take part in such a matter.” Im- 
proper is right. And why? Because of the clear 
conflict between the member’s interest as a pri- 
vate property cwner and his duty as a public 
official. 

But if the territory under consideration in- 
cludes a larger area in addition to his own, or 
if he did not request the change, then Mr. Rosen- 
koetter sees nothing wrong with taking part in 
the decision—even though the serious conflict 
of interest still exists and even though he still 
stands to profit to the same extent. 

What Mr. Rosenkoetter seems to be saying, 
then, is that if his conflict of interest is suffi- 
ciently out of sight, then it is all right to do 
himself a favor; but if the conflict is out in the 
open, the mordlity of the situation changes. 

This is.a dangerous doctrine and it ought to 
be repudiated instantly by Supervisor Matthews 
and the County Council. And if Mr. Rosenkoet- 
ter-does not have the grace to resign his office, 
he ought to be removed. 

And that brings up the question of Mr. Rosen- 
koetter’s replacement. It occurs to us, as it will 
occur to many county residents, that Supervisor 
Matthews ought not to find it too difficult te 


u 
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find a man (or a woman) who does not suffer 
the disqualification of being a large land owner. 
Everything else being equal, it seems to us, 
the less land a commission member holds the 
less chance he. will run of finding himself in 
the midst of a conflict of interest like Mr. 
Rosenkoetter, 
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To Fill a National Need 

The Democrats in Congress will be making a 
mistake if they fight President Eisenhower's 

proposal for a citizens’ commission to conduct 
a broad inquiry into the national financial 
system. 

An inquiry is needed. Nobody seems to ques- 
tion that. The principal objection raised to the 
President's request so far is that the inquiry 
should be conducted by Congress instead of by 
a citizens’ commission. 

The appointment of a commission, hawever, 
would not in any way curtail the power of Con- 
gress to make its own studies of the financial 
system, and if precedent means anything we can 
be sure that various congressional committees 
and perhaps some new ones would go right 
ahead with their investigations as usual. But is 
there any reason why an independent inquiry 
should not also proceed, in the hope of lifting 
some of the issues out of politics at least for 
2. while? 

Congress would be under no obligation to 
accept the findings of the commission. It is just 
possible that those findings might recommend 
themselves by their own merits. The Federal 
Reserve System was founded during the Wilson 
Administration as the result of just such a citi- 
zens’ inquiry though Congress by no means con- 
fined itself to the citizens’ recommendations, 
Why is it not reasonable to expect that a simi- 
lar investigation might now be fruitful in help- 
ing decide whether the Federal Reserve System 
or other parts of the financial system may need 
remodeling? 

The President’s proposal apparently origi- 
nated with a Senate Banking Committee advi- 
sory group headed by Kenton R, Cravens of St. 
Louis. This group suggested that the citizens’ 
commission should study the use of monetary 
controls and their impact on the national econo- 
my, and the adequacy of the banking system 
to provide capital for an expanding, dynamic 
economy. In other words, the commission could 
get to the bottom of the controversy over 
whether “tight money” is inhibiting healthy 
expansion instead of restraining inflation. 

No doubt a commission could be stacked with 
conservative banking’ opinion. That would be a 
misfortune, since a aqne-sided inquiry group 
would prejudice its findings in advance. The 
Cravens advisory group suggested that the 
membership include the senior members of the 
Senate and House Banking Committees. Con- 
gress in authorizing the study could add its 

own restrictions to insure a balanced and rep- 
resentative group. But the nation needs a full- 
scale, nonpolitical, top-level financial investiga- 
tion. The Democrats in Congress would be well- 
advised to co-operate in setting one up. 
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Helter-Skelter Traffic Rules 

When the new Missouri Legislature considers 
traffic safety, it ought to consider as well the 
recommendations of the Governor’s Conference 
Committee on Highway Safety. This group pro- 
poses to bring some sensible uniformity to reg- 
ulations which today show little consistency. 

Take speed laws for example. Six states, in- 
cluding Missouri, merely require “reasonable 
and proper” speeds. Seven states impose a max- 
imum speed limit of 65 miles an hour, eighteen 
demand 60 mph, nine require 55, seven use 50 
and one, 45. A tourist who runs into several dif- 
ferent state speed limits in one day (not count- 
ing a multiplicity of municipal speed limits) 
may forget all of them. 

Then there is the matter of dimming head- 
lights. Arizona requires motorists to dim lights 
at 1400 feet, yet Texas, which has just as wide 
sight-distances, requires dimming at 100 feet, 
while 32 states make the distance 500 feet and 
so on. Obviously these are purely arbitrary 
limits without much scientific basis and, of 
course, headlight-dimming laws are not well 
enforced. 

The nine Governors, led by Gov. Abraham 
Ribicoff of Connecticut, suggest that the states 
try to adopt the Uniform Vehicle Code and 
other standard laws and ordinances, They pro- 
pose using the same system of signals and of 
“non-fix” traffic tickets. And they recommend 
reciprocity in exchanging conviction and acci- 
dent records, so a driver's home state will know 
whether he has violated traffic laws outside his 
state. 

If these recomimendations seem half as logical 
to the legislators of the states as they will to 
motorists, traffic laws will assume more and 
more uniformity across the nation. 
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How Much Radioactivity ? 

The tests of radioactivity which the United 
States Public Health Service is planning to 
make should provide a sound basis for formulat- 
ing some important national policies. In connec- 
tion with the health departments of about half 
the states, the Public Health Service will make 
a pilot survey of radiation in food, water and 
air, probably including tests of strontium 90 in 
milk. Strontium 90 is a highly poisonous isotope 
of nuclear bombs... 

If thé pilot: "Shows a need for full-scale 
surveys, an comrentoten for that purpose may 
be asked of Congres$Meanwhile, the Food and 
Drug Administration ‘also is conducting investi- 
gation of radidéactivity in certain foods. For the 
growing interest in finding out what the facts 
really are, thanks are due to Mrs. Frederick 
Faust, president of the St. Louis Consumers 
Federation, and Representative Frank M. Kar- 
sten of St. Louis, who have been prodding fed- 
eral authorities about it. 

The question of A-bomb and H-bomb testing 
is one of the gravest moment not only to our 
own nation but internationally. Concern has 
been expressed all over the world. The radivac- 
tivity tests should help show the way to resolv- 
ing these questions factually rather than nation- 
alistically or emotionally.

The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Rising cost of newsprint, mostly from Canada, is serious prob- 
lem for American press today; while publishing costs have 
doubled since 1933, newsprint cost has gone up nearly four 
times; some newspapers cost less than the paper in them.

After more than 20 years of hacking 
at typewriters I have rudely discovered 
that I am in the wrong side of my 
business. So are all the Reids, the Sulz- 
bergers, the Hearsts and Howards, of 
my profession. That is, if what you 
want is wealth. 


The big rewards of a practical na- 
ture in newspapering go not to those 
who deal in words or opinions but to 
the fellows who grind up lumber, treat 
it to some simple and fundamental me- 
chanical and chemical transformations 
and produce newsprint. 

To own a newsprint mill these days 
is tantamount to having a license to 
print money, and in the opinion of 
most American publishers, the pro- 
ducers are exercising full privileges. 

Wheg Abitibi Power & Paper Co.— 
a Canadian corporation, as are most of 


* the suppliers of néwsprint to American 


newspapers—announced it was going to 
boost the price by $4 per ton effective 
March 1, it cast a pall of gloom over 
the entire newspaper industry. 


Fair Trade Practices? 


Newsprint manufacturers move in 
concert; when one raises prices, the 
others soon follow. Apparently it meets 
with the approval of Canada’s Restric- 
tive Trade Practices Commission, 
though such activity in the United 
States would certainly bring down the 
wrath of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion on suspicion of collusory activities. 

A $4-per-ton hike in newsprint will 
cost the New York Herald Tribune an 
added $250,000 per year. The New York 
Times will have to pay an additional 
$800,000 per year to meet a $4 boost. 

Discounting the fact that New York 
City newspapers are not the gold mines 
the casual observer might suspect them 
to be, it is hard to see how the price 
rise is justified. Abitibi, for instance, 
had net profits in 1955 which were 31.2 
per cent above those for 1954. And in 


the first six months of 1956, the profits 
were 22.8 per cent above the same pe- 
riod in 1955. This is not unusual for 
the entire newsprint industry. 

The new price is about $134 a ton 
for newsprint, or just a bit under 7 
cents a pound. Seventh grade arithme- 
tic will show you that in many cases 
the cost of newsprint going into your 
newspaper is more than the price you 
pay for it. 


A Senator Shows Interest 


In 1933 newsprint cost $41 a ton. 
Since then, the cost of living has dou- 
bled. But in that time the price of 
newsprint has gone up three-and-a-quar- 
ter times—with the newsprint compa- 
nies making their biggest profits in 
history. 

Newsprint accounts for a fourth to 
a third of the cost of producing a 
newspaper. The remaining costs, of 
which labor is the largest item, have 
more than doubled since 1933. From 
a practical point of view, newspapering 
is not the easiest business to be in, 
with the price of the product frozen 
by competition in most large cities. 

More than publisher's profits are in- 
volved, however, for the free press of 
America is vital to its freedom. Sena- 
tor Charles E. Potter (Rep.), Michigan, 
had that in mind when he asked the 
Federal Trade Commission to investi- 
gate the activities of the newsprint pro- 
ducers. A full report reposes in the 
FTC files, unread at this point. 


But even if the FTC felt equally con- 
cerned about this threat to Amerita’s 
newspapers, not much could be done. 
Canada is a sovereign nation and her 
corporations are not accountable te 
any agencies in Washington concerned 
with unjust pricing. 

It is a pity, though, that such an im- 
portant part of our nation’s culture and 
freedom has to be at the mercy of the 
newsprint industry. 


* Contrasts in Colonialism

— One result of the ‘nvasion of the 
Suez area by Britain was the reviving 
of the age-old charge of colonialism, 
a charge that Russia never misses an 
attempt to exploit, 


There is no doubt that the charge 
has hurt. In the Far East and Africa, 
for instance, it doesn’t take much to 
arouse suspicions about British inten- 
tions. 

But look at the record. Britain gave 
up India and what is now Pakistan in 
1947, Ceylon and Burma in 1948, Rho- 
desia in 1953 and the Sudan in 1956. 
Egypt got independence 20 years ago, 
and Britain withdrew from the Suez 
early this year. . Israel and Jordan 
rose from the Palestine mandate when 
Britain withdrew. More than that, the 
great nations that once were under 
Britain’s control are now equal mem- 
bers of the British commonwealth, TAcy 


chose to keep ties of their own ac- 
cord. Since World War II Britain has 
given up domination over 472,000,000 
people and 2,814,000 square miles. Since 
1900 Britain has given independence to 
542,436,000 people and 6,850,000 square 
miles. Many other British ruled areas 
are being nursed along toward more 
and more self-government. 


By contrast, look at Russia, that self- 
styled great anti-colonial power. It 
has doné just the opposite. The Soviet 
Union has extended domination over 
732,000,000 people and 5,000,000 square 
miles. It has swallowed 17 countries. 
In most instances it used brute force. 
And Russia, as Hungary is proving, 
rules with an iron fist and imprints 
the Communist stamp in blood. 

Whom have the Russians liberated, if 
you define liberation as freedom and 
not, as Russia practices, enslavement?

Between Book Ends 


V enturesome Grandmother 


AFRICAN HAYRIDE, by Margaret C. 
Ryan, (Rand McNally, 255 pgs. $3.50.) 
Mrs. Ryan, a grandmother, but a 

young and pretty one, has the traveling 

bug. She had finished off Alaska and 
the highway from there to Argentina 
long before this book began. Then, 
while in southern Europe, she got the 
itch to look over some diamond mines 
in Africa in which she owned stock— 
and started out—with an Italian car 
and ditto driver. They elected to cross 
the Sahara Desert in a direct north-to; 
south route, which, it appears, is not 
the best way, though it is done by 
those who want to get to Central Africa. 

It would be too fast and too baffling 

for this writer, but they made it. 


After that there were French Equa- 
torial Africa and Belgian Congo, the 
elephant country, the deep western 
bush country, then the diamond mines, 
and then the east coast, with the now 
well-known Tanganyika and Mau Mau 
country. 


It is a fascinating account, fast-mov- 
ing, but full of careful detail, amusing 
and horrifying. One reads it with com- 
pelling interest—the arm-chair variety 
—because the prospect of doing what 
Mrs. Ryan did is too much to consider. 
Two of the best sections of the book 
are her account of the visit to an ele- 
phant_ capturing and training preserve 
and fher diamond mine inspection.

Stimulating and Loathsome 


THE COMPLETE BOOK OF ABSOLUTL- 
LY PERFECT HOUSEKEEPING, by 
Elinor Goulding Smith. (Harcourt, Brace, 
128 pgs., $2.50.) 

“The Complete Book of Absolutely 
Perfect Housekeeping” is completely 
delightful nonsense, and should be the 
absolutely perfect gift for the woman 
who, like the author, regards house- 
work as a “job that is stimulating, 
meaningful, varied—and utterly loath- 
some.” 


Mrs. Smith, who is eminently qual- 
ified to write this book, “having no 
small number of domestic catastrophes 
to her credit,” is sympathetic with the 
average woman’s aim to achieve per- 
fection but realistic about the obstacles 
to be ovércome. Such as: “dirt, rub- 
bish, breakage and wreckage ... . dust, 
chicken pox, runs in stockings, Howdy 
Doody, ashtrays, nasty tempers, alarm 
clocks, weeds, door-to-door salesmen, 
finger paints, clutter, litter, butter, vat- 
ter, clatter, lint, fuzz, crumbs, cat hairs, 
garbage, leaks, fuses, cracks, crea-s, 
chips, scratches, mold, scattering, shat- 
tering, and spattering, husbands, and 
small children.” 


She takes the problems of housekeep- 
Ing up in order—the automaniacal 
clothes washer, pros and cons of vac- 
uum cleaning, the child from 1 to 40, 
gardening, interior decorating. Mrs. 
Smith lives in one of those big old- 
fashioned houses that “they don’t build 
like that any more. Why should they? 
Who wants them?” 


As a parting word of advice, Mrs. 
Smith advises the unmarried girl how 
to choose a husband. Here the one 
big requisite is money. After all, who 
wants to spend the rest of her life do- 
ing housework?

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Pre-Sentence In- 


quiries in St. Louis. 


In an effort to expand fa- | 
cilities for conducting pre-sen- 
tence investigations in St. Louis | 
courts, a committee of Circuit 
Court Judges will meet with the 
Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment to request authority to 
enlarge the staff of the parole | 
office from 10 to 16 employes 
and grant substantial pay in- 
creases. 

The move was approved yes- 
terday at a meeting of the 
judges in general term session. 
They adopted a report of a com- 


mittee headed by Judge Ivan 

Lee Holt Jr., and based on a. 

recent study of probation prac- 

tices made here by the National | 

Probation and Parole Associa- | 

tion. 

The Association’s study noted | 
a sharp rise in the granting of | 
probation and in pre-sentence 
investigation in St, Louis courts | 
and urged the emphasis be 
shifted to more reliance on pre- | 
sentence reports as an aid in 
sentencing. | 

Court Rules Amended. 

The Judge’s report also pro- 
vided for amendment of court | 
rules for conducting pre-sen- 
tence investigations, which will 
go into effect Monday. 

Under the proposal the staff 
of four supervisor-investigators | 
would be doubled and their sal- 
aries of $4000 annually would 
be ‘increased to $5000. Two 
stenographers would also be 
added to the staff, making a 
total of six, and their salaries 
would be increased from $3060 
to $3600. 

Other salary increases would 
be: For chief parole officer, 
$7000 to $8500; deputy parole 
officer, $5000 to $6500, and sen- 
ior .clerk-stenographers, $4080 
to $4560. 

Judge Holt said the staff in- 
creases would reduce the case 
loads of investigators from 100 
to 50 each. At present, he 
said, they are so overburdened 
that they are unable to do the 
full field work required for a 
thorough investigation. 

Funds for Field Work. 

The new court rules will per- 

mit employment of investigators 
living outside the city and re- 
quire that they be college grad- 
uates. Those with experience 
“equivalent to a college degree” 
were acceptable previously. The 
Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment will be asked to 
provide allowances for trans- 
portation expenses for field 
work. 

To keep the staff abreast of 
modern probation and parole 
procedures, one of the investi- | 
gators will conduct an informal 
in-service training program. 

Under a major change in the 
court rules, Holt said, defend- 
ants may be considered for | 
parole without filing the cus- 
tomary petition. This will en- 
able judges to initiate pre- 
sentence investigations when 
they think a defendant may be 
eligible. All investigation re- 
ports will be kept confidential | 
and not made a part of the 
court records. 

Other members of the judges’ 
committee are Robert L. Aron- 
son, James F. Nangle, J. Casey 
Waish and John K. Regan.
